The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 -3 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) 
a lesion (w) isolating bag defining a first chamber (1 8) having a closeable entrance (see 
page 7, lines 17-19) and a second chamber (C) and wherein access to the second 
chamber is made through the first chamber via a valve (32). 
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
